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PREPARING TURKEYS FOR 
THE CHRISTMAS TRADE 


Turkeys which have been held over 
from the Thanksgiving Festival with 
the intent of preparing them for the 
Christmas trade should be put on a 
fattening ration about the middle of 
November. Birds which have been on 
open range during the growing season 
should not be confined to pens during 
the fattening period. When properly; 
fed they will take no more exercise 
than is necessary for good digestion, 
whereas ‘if they are confined in pens 
there is great danger of the birds go- 
ing off their feed, developing digest- 
ive disorders with accompanying loss 
of flesh, and quite frequently the loss 
of a number of the birds. 


When the weather is cold the birds 
will not flesh as rapidly as earlier in 
the autumn, and at least five week’s 
feeding will be necessary to get them; 
ready for Christmas. As it will take, 
one week to dress and ship them to| 
market, fattening should commence 
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few hours before feeding time many 
digestive disorders can be overcome. 
Water or sour skim-milk can be used 
for moistening the mash and at feed- 
ing time it should be farily solid, not 
sloppy or watery. 

Feed all mashes in V_ shaped 
troughs which should be thoroughly 
clean. Remove any food from the 
troughs, which may be left over after 
the birds have satisfied their appe- 
tites. 

Whole corn which has been proper- 
ly ripened is about the best grain for 
fattening purposes at this season of 
the year. It is palatable and, the 
birds take kindly to it. New corn or 
corn which is not ripe should-ibe fed 
sparingly. Give the birds only what 
they will clean up nicely before going 
to roost. Fresh water, grit, and oys- 
ter shell should be kept where the 
birds can help themselves. 

Where the turkeys can be induced 
to eat a mixture of whole barley and 
buckwheat with a little corn added 
for the evening meal the cost of the

been arranged by the Alberta Govern- 
ment through the Debt ‘Adjustment 
Bureau. The Bureau has been in ex- 
istence since 1928, and has since that 
year enabled thousands of farmers 
who otherwise would have lost their 
farms, to surmount their difficulties 
and remain in possession of their 
land. In view of the extraordinary 
conditions now prevailing, the facil- 
ities available have recently been 
widely extended. 

Generally speaking the _ creditors’ 
claims with respect to which the farm- 
ers in the Province may. be experienc- 
ing some distress can be grouped in- 
to the following classes: 

Executions in the sheriff's 
directed against chattels. 

Foreclosure actions by mortgage 
and loan companies or unpaid vend- 
ors of land.

Some time before Mr. Ross went 
to the Star, a citizen of Montreal, 
named John Fulton, owned a house 
which was too large for him. So 
he rented the top floor to a tenant 
and continued to reside below. 
Trouble with the tenant developed 
and Mr. Fulton, in order'to make him 
move, contrived to fill the rooms 
above with smoke from his furnace. 
The trouble ended in a row in court 
which greatly appealed to the humor- 
ous gifts of a Star reporter who ‘en- 
joyed himself in making rather a 
comic story of the thing. It did not

‘strike Mr. Fulton as so comic, and 


looking back upon the incident in 
later years the proprietor of The Star 
might also have been excused had he 
failed to be impressed by its side- 
splitting content. Mr. Fulton resented 
the amusing story, but having no 
means of retaliation at hand, bided 
his time. His opportunity came some 
time later after Mr. Ross had become 
managing edtior of The Star. This 
was in 1885 when the Nautillus four- 
Oared crew of Hamilton won the 
amateur championship of Canada. 
The Star made the ill-considered com-

He communicated with the Naut- 
ilugs Club pointing out that it had 
been libelled and offering, to do all 
he could to. obtain redress. Though 
he was not a lawyer the Nautilus 
Club seemed to think so and he was 
empowered to proceed against The 
Star. Four separate writs were is- 
sued, and Mr. Graham, now Lord 
Atholstan, the owner of the paper, de- 
cided that they should not be defend- 
fet As a matter of fact, the paper 
was in indefensible position unless 
it could prove that two members of 
the crew were disreputable, and. if 
this-had been possible a good deal of 
investigation would have been requir- 
ed. So The Star apologized to the 
‘four men and the sum of $2 was paid 


damages and prove good faith. It is 
possible that but for the vengeful Mr. 
Fulton this would have ended the 
matter, but the Nautilus oarsmen re- 
mained obdurate and the suits were 
pressed. The Star was now in a most 
unhappy position. It had admitted its 
fault by apologizing and had thus cut 
itself off from proving justification. 
All that remained was to assess dam- 


The oarsmen insisted upon four 
separate trials in spite of The Star’s 
lumped 
evidence 
The 


effort to have all the cases 
together, since the same 
was produced in each instance. 
plaintiffs naturally brought as 
many witnesses as possible to tes- 
tify to the high esteem in which 
they were held and to emphasize the 
injury they had suffered by the libel. 
One judge heard two of the suits and 
the other two had: separate judges. 
There were four independent rtials 
on the same set of evidence and four 
different verdicts, none of them 
agreeable to Mr. Graham. All were 
against The Star. The first jury re- 
turned a verdict for $50 damages 
which under the Quebec law carried 
third-class costs which were relative- 
ly mild. The second gave a dollar 
damage, also with ‘third-class :costs 
and the fourth carried a verdict of 
$150 with second-class costs. 


The third was the worst verdict 
and this was brought about by the 
error of The Star’s lawyer. He 
denounced the plaintiff and said that 
the suit was being brought only 
because Mr. Graham happened to 
be a rich man. The jury took the 
hint, arguing that if Mr. Graham was 
a rich man it would not hurt him to 
part with $500 and first-class costs to 
the plaintiff who was manifestly a 
poor man. Damages, costs and 
lawyers altogether amounted to sev- 
eral thousand dollars which The Star 
had to pay, largely because of the 
misdirected sense of humor of the re- 
porter who told about the trouble Mr. 
Fulton was having with his tenant. 
But the Nautilus Club did not gain 
much either. It tried in vain to col- 
lect from Mr. Fulton and the Mon- 
treal lawyer whom he had retained 
the amounts paid by the Star. Intern- 
al friction developed in the club, and 
in a short time thereafter it broke up. 
Still later Fulton and the Montreal 
lawyer fell out and sued each other, 
with what result Mr. Ross does not 
say. He concludes by remarking:— 


“Thus from first to last there 
were seven law suits; nobody got 
any practical satisfaction and the 


courts, the lawyers and the witnes- 
ses got all the money.”

WINTER FEEDING OF 
DAIRY HEIFERS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The feeding and management of 
the rowing heifer determines to no 
small extent the future value of the 
cow. The dairy heifer must have good 


‘|feed and care in order to grow and to 


develop porperly. <A heifer that is 
under-nourished and possibly stunted 
cannot develop into as profitable a 
dairy cow as one that has been grown 
and developed under a sane method 
of feeding and management. Heifers 
fed on a liberal ration will mature 
earlier than if fed on a scanty ration 
and will make larger cows, hence the 
reason for small cows in our herds 
usually is scanty ration when young. 
Heifers which are well fed and cared 
for make better producers than those 
which have been neglected. 

Bare pastures and skim-milk are 
not sufficient summer feed for calves; 
nor is it good business in herd devel- 
opment to expect the young cattle to 
winter on snow and straw. The win- 
ter ration of the dairy heifer should 
include at leazt one hay (legume pre- 
ferred), one succulent feed and grain. 
The cheapest, surest and most satis- 
factory way to provide a succulent 
feed for winter use is by means of the 
silo.

standing statements made by E. W. 
Beatty, chairman and president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in 
an address at the annual dinner of 
the Canadian Chambers of Com- 
merce held at Toronto recently. It 
was, he thought, a dangerous ten- 
dency and one that should be com- 
batted by Canadian and American 
business men, 

There are at

5,316 miles are first-class roads, 
8,878 miles second-class and 18,- 
846 third-class.

LEAGUE SERVES GREAT 
PURPOSE, STATES BORDEN 


Quebec, Que., Oct. 18.—More than 
ever convinced of the usefulness of 
the League of Nations, Sir Robert L. 
Borden, war-time premier of Canada, 
who was the Dominion’s representa- 
tive on the League of Nations Coun- 
cil at the recent sessions in Geneva, 
returned home Friday night on the 
steamship Duchess of Atholl. 

“Instructive and interesting as was 
my first visit to Geneva,” Sir Robert 
said, “it is with great joy that I see 
my native land once more. 

“J return with the profound convic- 
tion that no people in the world 
have greater cause for thanks or 
are in a better position to face the 


‘future, than my own countrymen of 


Canada.” ‘ 

Discussing the work of the league, 
Sir Robert paid a tribute to his as- 
sociates in the Canadian party at 
Geneva, Senator Chapais, Hon. Irene 
Parlby, Hon. Phillippe Roy, Dr. W. F. 
Riddell, Col. Georges Vanier and N. 
A. Robertson of the department of 
external affairs, who acted as. Sir Rob- 
ert’s private secretary. 

“My experience in Geneva has 
Strengthened my belief in the im- 
mense usefulness of the League of 
Nations,” Sir Robert said. “Con- 
sidering the stormy atmosphere in 
which it was born, and the perils 
through which it has passed, it ig 
a matter of great wonder as well 
as- of profound thanks that it should 
have attained the position and influ- 
ence which it exercises in the world 
today. 

“Notwithstanding the wonderful 
concrete results that the league can 
show the world, I am_ still con- 
vinced that its most useful service 
lies in the intimacy of consultative 
discussion and debate at Geneva. 

“The mere fact that the covenant 
calls upon the representatives of 
more than 50 nations to meet an- 
nually at Geneva for the purpose of 
intimate and _ friendly discussion 
would, of itself, justify the league,” 
Sir Robert declared.

4. No license has been withdrawn as a result of a local option vote 
either in 1929 or 1930, though licenses attacked were at noints where condi- 
tions appeared to the prohibitionists, as favorable to a dry result.

5. Ina total of 58 local option votes taken since the act came into force 
only four licenses have been cancelled as a result of votes; and these licenses 
were, in every case, adversely affected by peculiar local influence. 


€, Absence of criticism at the last two provincial elections. 


7. Hotel accommodation, particularly at country points, has improved as 
a direct result of the act, to a standard unequalled in any other province. 


8. The general endorsation of the act by the travelling public and the 


public generally to assist: in enforcing the act by giving in- 


formation regarding infractions and interdicting those needing protection 
from their own weakness. 


9. Bootlegging and moonshining have been eliminated as remunerative 
This, together with strict government control, has placed all intoxi- 


cating liquor beyond the reach of minors; fewer cases of intoxication in the 
police courts, in spite of a considerable increase in population. Leave the 
police of the province free to perform their natural functions, that of protect- 
ing the people, not taking up their time trying to enforce what has proved to 
be unenforcable legislation. Remember you cannot legislate men’s minds, be- 
cause tney will never obey a law they do not respect.

12. The real motive prompting the petition is to render the act. unwork- 
able by eliminating the retail sale of beer-by-the-glass or bottle; the ultimate 
aim being a return to total prohibition.
